**Gen. Patterfon, you have heard, was 
fulpected of doing wrong, in making a trea- 
—we tind that the repost was ill founded ;- 
chat he did ali that he was at that time au- 
thorifed tq dos,He ordered Major Wiley, 
who commanded the rebéls, to difperfe his 
people immediately, or he would fire upon 
them, Wiley immediately ordered his peo- 
ple to difperfe, which they did. Wiley re- 
uefted Gen. Patterfon to promile his exer- 
tions in favour. of himfelf and people with 
the government, that they might be tried 
for their conduét inthis county. The Ge- 
neral promifed he would, but they muft ex- 
pe&t nothing more, for he could not give 
them any other afiurances than his own pgr- 
fonal recommendation, as he had no author- 
ity to do any fuch thing. I believe the af- 
fair haz been reprefented very «uch to his 
difadvantage—He had not received any in- 
formation of their being declared in a ftate 
of rebellion. ; 

** The army under Gen. Lincoln arrived 
in this town laft evening—immediately par- 
ties were fent out to apprehend thofe people 
that had been principal in the bufinefs.— 
Our Aljetant-Oederal commanded one par- 
ty that went to a town called Dalton, ex- 
pecting to take Wiley—he returned this 
moorning witt@.x prifoners— Wiley had made 
his efcape, but,his fun who had aéted as his 
Aid, and his fecond in command, Chamber- 
laid, were brought in—A party that went to 
Williamftown, have this moment returned 
with nine prifoners, but none of much con- 
fequence. We hall in afew days fet our 
faces to the Eaft.” 

The Hon. the Congrefs afflembled on the 
2d inft. at New-York, when they elected 
the “o: Artbur St. Clair, Efq; Prefident. 

Lat Thurfday evening, his Excellency 
the Governour received a letter from the 
Hon. General Lincoin, dated the 13th in- 
fant. He was then, with his troops, at 
Pictsfield, in the county of Berkthire. His 
Excellency has alfo receiveda letter, dated 
the 12th, from General Shepard, who, with 
a detachment of the army, by another rout, 
was then marching into the fame county. 
Several of the Rebels and fome fulpeéted of 
being their abettors, have been apprehended, 
the moft noted are John Whecler, late one 
of Shays’s Aids, and Matthew Clark, faid 
to have been bufy in organizing the rebel 
militia. It is alfo faid, that Dr. Whiting, 
® Judge of the Court of Common Pleas for 
Berkfhire, has been taken into cuflody.

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HISTORY of the late WAR in AMERICA. 


From the BaitisH ANNUAL REGISTER, for 1779. 


§ the time approached for the cata- 

ftrophe, the Indians praétifed a more 
refined diffimulation, if not greater treach- 
ery, than had beencuftomary with them, 
For feveral weeks previous to the intend- 
ed attack, they repeatedly fent {mall par- 
ties to the fettlement, charged with the 
trongett profeffions of friendthip, decla- 
rations of the fulleft defire and intention 
to preferve the peace inviolate on their 
fide, and requefts, that thefame favour- 
able and pacifick difpofition might be en- 
tertained And cultivated on the other. 
Thete parties, befides lulling the people 
m their prefeat deceitful fecurity, ‘dn- 
fwered the purpofes, of communicating 
with their friends, and of obferving the 
wmmediate ftate of affairs in the Colony. 
Some alarm, or fenfe of their danger, be- 
gan, however, to fpread among the peo- 
ple, and letters were fent to General 
Wahhingtons and to others in authority, 
reprefenting their fituation and demand- 
ing immediate affiftance. As the time 
more nearly approached, fome fmall par- 
tics of the enemy, more impatient than 
the reft, or more eager and covetous to 
come in for the firft fruits: of the fpoil, 
made fudden irruptions into the fettle- 
ment, and committed feveral robberies 
and murders; in the courfe of which, 
whether through ignorance, or whether 
from a total contempt df all ties and 
obligations, they mafflacred the unhap- 
py wife and five children of one of thofe 
men, who had been fent for trial, in 
their owngaufe, to Conneéticut. 

At length, in the beginning of July, 
1778, the enemy appeared fuddenly, 
but in full force, on the Sufquehanna. 
They were led by Butler, that diftin- 
guithed partizan, whofe name we hove 
already mentioned ; who was affifted by 
mott of thofe leaders, who, like him, had 
rendered themfelves terrible in the pre- 
feat frovtier war, Their force was ef- 


timated at about 1600 men, of whom, 
fomething lefs than one fourth were Indi- 
ans led by their own chie4;t re others were 
difguifed, and painted mm fuch a manner, 
as not tobe diftinguithed from the favages, 
excepting only their officers, who being 
drefied in regimenta!s, carried the appear- 
ance of regulars. One of the filler 
forts which was moftly garrifoned by thofe 
called Tories, was by them given up,oras 
it was faid betrayed. Another was taken 
by ftorm, where, although they maffacred 
the men in the moft inhuman manner, 
they fpared the women and children. 

It feems odd enough, if not fingular, 
that another Col. Butler, and faid to be 
anear relation to the invader, thould: 
chance to have the defence of Wyoming, 
either committed to his charge, or by 
fome means fall to his lot. ‘This man, 
with nearly the whole force of the fettle- 
ment, was ftationed in the principal fort, 
called Kingfton ; whither alfo, the wo- 
met, children, and defencelefs of all - 
forts, as the only place of common re- 
fuge, crouded for thelter and protection. 
Ic would feem, from his fituation and 
force in that place, that he might there 
Wave waited, and fuccefsfully refitted, all 
the attempts of the enemy. But this 
man was fo wretchedly weak, that he 
fuffered himfelf to be enticed by his 
namefake and kinfman, to abandon the 
advantage and fecurity afforded by his 
fortrefs, and to devote thofe under his 
charge to certain deftru€tion, by expohing 
them naked to fo fevere an enemy. Un- 
der the colour of holding a pariey for the 
conclufion of a treaty, he was led into an 
agreement, that upon the enemy with. 
drawing their force, he fhould march 
out to hold a conference with them in 
the open field, and that at fo great a dif- 
tance from the fort, as fhut out every 
poffibility of the protection which it o- 
therwife afforded, ‘To render this mea- 
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fure ftill more unaccountable, he, at the 
fame time, thewed fo great a dittruft of 
the enemy, and feemed fo thoroughly * 
prehenfive of their defigns, that he marc 
ed 400 men well armed, being nearly 
the whole ftrength of his.garrifon, to 
guard his perfon to the place of parley. 

Upon his arrival there, he was greatly 
furprifed at a body to treat with ; 
but not being willing to return without 
finifhing his bufinefs, he advanced to- 
wards the foot of the neighbouring moun-, 
tains, ftill hoping that he might hear or 
fee fomething of thofe he wanted. As 
the country began to grow dark and 
woody, a flag at length appeared, at a 
confiderable diftance among the buthes,- 
the holders of which feemed fo much a- 
fraid of treachery and danger from his 
fide, that they retired as he advanced ; 
whilft he endeavouring to remove this ill 
impreffion, ftill purfued the flag. 

This commander of a garrifon did 
not once perceive his pe, are until his 
party was thoroughly enclofed, and he 
was fuddenly awakened from his dream, 
by finding it attacked at once on every 
fide. His behaviour in this wretched 
fituation, could fearcely have been ex- 
pected from the conduct which led him 
ipto it. He and ‘his party; notwith- 
ftanding thofe circumftances of furprile 
and danger which might have difcon- 
certed the moft veteran troops, fought 
with refolution and bravery; and kept 
up fo continyal and heavy a fire for 
three quarters of an hour, that they feem- 

to gain a marked {uperiority over 

numerous enemy. 

In this critical. moment of danger, 
fome fudden impule of fear, or preme- 
ditated treachery in afoldier, which in- 
duced him to cry out aloud that the co- 
Jonel had ordered a retreat, determined at 





once the fate of the party, and poffibly 


that of the final awthoroftheirruin. In 
the ftate of confufion that enfued, the e- 
memy breaking in on all fides without 
obftruction, commenced an unrefifted 
flaughter. Confidering the great fape- 
riority of numbers on the fide of the vic- 
tors, the fleetnefs of the favages, and the 
fiercenefs of the whole, together withr 
the manner in which the vanquifhed had 
been originally furrounded, it affords no 
fmall room for aftonifhment, that the 
commander of the garrifon, with about 
feventy of his party, fhould have been 
able to effeét their eftape, and to make 
their way good to a {mall fort on the o- 
ther fide of the rivér. ; 

The conquerors immediately uvelted 





fort Kingfton, and to cheer the drooping 
fpirits of the weak remaining garrifon, 
dnt in for their contemplation, the bloo. 
dy fcalps of two hundred of their late re. 
lations, friends, and comrades. Colo. 
nel Dennifon, the prefent commander of 
the fort, feeing the impoffibility «of any 
effe&tual defence, not having force ¢. 
nough even to man the works for one 
effort, went with a flag to Butler, to 
know what terms he would grant on g 
furrender ; to this application of weak. 
nefs and mifery, Butler, with all the 
phlegin of a real favage, anfwered in two 
ort words, **the hatchet.” In thefe 
dreadful circumftances, the unfortunate 
governour having defended his fort, w- 
ul moft. of the garrifon were killed or 
difabled, was at length compelled to fur. 
render at difcretion. Some of the un. 
happy perfons in the fort were carried 
away alive ; but the barbarous conquer. 
ors, to fave the trouble of murder. in 
detail, thut up the greater part promif. 
cuoufly in the houfes and barracks, which 
having then fet on fire, they enjoyed the 
favage pleafure of beholding the whole 
con{umed in one general blaze. 

They then proceededto the only re« 
maining fort, called Wilkefborough, 
which, in hopes of obtaining mercy, was 
furrendered without refiftance, or with- 
out even denranding any conditions. 
Here the tragedy was renewed with ag- 
gravated horrors, They found here a- 
bout. 70 of that fort of militia, who are 
engaged by the different provinces, mere= 
ly for the guard and defence of their re- 
{pective frontiers, and who are not called 
to any other fervice. With thefe, as op- 
jects of particular enmity, the flaughter 
was begun; and they were butchered 
with every poffible circumftance of the 
mott deliberate, wanten, and favage cru- 
eliy. The remainder of the men, with 
the women and children, not demande 
ing fo much particular attention, were 
fhut up as before.in the houfes, which 
being fet on fire, they perifhed all toge- 
ther in the flames. 

A general fcene of .devaftation was 
now ipread through all the townthips- 
Fire, tword, and the other different inftru- 
ments of deitruétios, alternately triumph- 
ed. The corn fields were fet on fires 
and the ftanding corn, now almoft ready 
for the fickle, burnt as it . The 
houfes, furniture, edict every 
kiad, ther with, all thofe improve- 
ments which owed their rife to the per- 
fevering toil, and patient Pvene of 
man, were ag completely deftroyed, a# 
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their nature, or the induftry of the fpoil- 
ers would admit. The fettlements of 
the tories alone, generally efcaped, and 
appeared as iflands in the midft of the 
furrounding ruin. It has been often 
obferved, that the ae and habit of 
cruelty with refpettto any particular ob- 
jet, begets a facility in its execution, 
and a difpofition to 1ts commiffion, with 
regard to all others. Thus, thefe mer- 
cilefs ravagers, when the main objets of 
their cruelty ‘were exhaufted, feemed to 
direét their animofity to every part of liv- 
ing nature ; and, as it were a relaxation 
or amufement, cut out the tongues of 
the horfes and cattle, leaving them ‘till 
alive only to prolong their agonies. 

The following are a few of the more 
fingular or detached circumftances of 
barbarity, which are related as parts of 
this maflacre, A captain Bedlock, who 
had been taken prifoner, being ftripped 
naked, had his bedy ftuck full of tharp 
pine fplinters, and then a heap of knots 
of the fame wood being piled round him, 
the whole was fet on fire, and his two 
companions, the captains Ranfon and 
Durgee, thrown alive into the flames. 
It is faid, that the returned tories, who 
had at different times abandoned the fer- 
tlement in order tojoin in thofe favage 
expeditions, were the moft diftinguifhed 
for their cruelty. Among thefe, one, 
whofe mother had married a fecond huf- 
band, butchered with his own hands, 
both her, his father-in-law, his own fif- 
ters, and their infant children, Ano- 
ther, who, during his abfence, had fent 
home feveral threats againit the life of 
his father, now not only realized them 
in perfon, but was hitnfelf, with his own 
hands, the exterminator of his whole fa- 
mily; mother, brothers, and filters, 
mingled their blood in one common -car- 
nage, with that of the ancient hujband 
and father. 

However painful the taik of reciting 
fuch horrible barbarities (many of .the 
worft circumftances of which are {pared) 
it may not be totally ufelefs, ifthey ferve 
to produce a diflike of that promptitude 
of entering into wars, which is but too 
natural to people, as well as to princes, 
when they fee the confequences, which 





their paffion, often for trivial and con- 
temptibte objects, fo frequently produce ; 
and by which they are led gradually, 
not only to great crimes and great mis- 
fortunes, but even to a total change and 
degradation of their nature. 

It is neceffary toobferve with refpe& 
to the deftruétion of Wyoming, that as 
no narrative of the exploits of the leaders 
in that tranfaétion, whether by authority 
or otherwile, has as vet appeared in this 
country, we can only rely,, for the au- 
thenticity of the fa®:s which we have ftat- 
ed, upon the accounts publifhed by the 
Americans. As thefe have already been 
long expofed to the view of all Europe, 
without their yet producing a fingle con- 
tradiétion, any natural, but improper 
partiality, which might be a temptation 
toinduce us, either to draw a veil over 
the whole, or to fupprefs any of the parts 
of that tranfaé&tion, would therefore of 
courfe, be as fruitlefs in the effe&t, as 
difgraceful in the defign. Happy fhould 
we deem it, for the honour of humanity, 
that the whole account was demenitrat- 
ed to bea fable. ‘The event has alrea- 
dy thewn, the impolitick nature of thefe 
proceedings, which have only ferved to 
fix a bitter and laiting refentment in the 
minds ef the colonitts. 

The fufferings of the refugees, con ft- 
ing moftiy of women and children (the 
broken parts, and {cattering relicks of fap 
milies, who had efcaped to the woods dur- 
ing the different {cenes of this devaitation) 
were little lefs deplorable, than thoie of 
their friends who had perithed in the ruins 
of their houfes. Difperied and wandering 
in the forefts, as chance and fear direct- 
ed their iteps, without any mutual know- 
ledge or communication, without provi- 
fion.or covering, they had a long tract 
of delarts totraverfe, without guide or 
direétion. They accordingly fuffered 
every degree of diftrefs. Several women 
were delivered alone in the woods, ata 
great diltance from every poffibility of 

relief. If theie, through vigour of mind, 
or ftrength of conititution, efcaped, uns 
doubtedly others, in fimilar, and in dif- 
ferent cuccumitances, perifhed.

timents. We may bear it like heroes, 
but muft feel like men. 

As known credit is ready cath to the 
merchant, fo acknowledged virtue and 
merit is diftinétion, and ferves inttead 
of equipage to a gentleman. 

Affe@ion may certainly exift. indepen. 
dent of effeem 5 nay, the fame obje& may 
be loyely in one refpeét and detettable in 
another.—The mind has.a Yurprifing fa 
culty of accommodating and even at.

ib the courfe of human events, thofe 
petiods arrive, in which, matters of 
the firit magnitude, as to the peace and 
well-being of a particular peo »le, or com- 
munity, become the fubject of difeuffion ; 
and as to which, there arifes a difference 
of fentiments, from whence two fides, or 
parties, are furmed ; and the nature of 
the cafe is often fuch, as tocail upon all 
to take rank on one fide or the other :— 
At fuch periods, thofe on one fide of the 
queflion are ready often to boaft, that fu- 
periority of ftrength and numbers lie on 
their part; while others deny this, and 
are full in the faith, that thofe on their 
fide will prevail. In fuch cafes we may 
often difcern the weaknefs of human na- 
ture: One takes one fide—another the 
oppofite, merely from the apprehenfion, 
that the party they jom, is the moft po- 
tent. Others again may be obferved 
waiting to fee which way the fcale will 
turn, ready to fpring into the heaviett, 
when confirmed in the opinion which it 
is ;—and others again may be difcerned 
fhitting fides, as often as the fcale of 
power appears, to their contracted minds, 
to alter:—Too few, it is often found, 
aét up to the dignity of their rational na- 
ture, and move upon thofe folid prinei- 


ples, that become intelligent creatures. 
in forme controverted cafes, it is not fo 
much to le wondered at, as lamented, 
that wife men fhould be found on dppo- 
fite fides ; but in others, ignorance, dif- 
honefty or delufion—all thefe combined, 
muft give rife to one party, and then 
men of the greateft wifdom and penetra- 
tion will be found in the oppofite one. 
Whenever good and honeft citizens are 
called upon to join either fide of a dif. 
puted cafe, it is wifdom to lay it down as 
a rule, that what may be faid for, of a- 
gaint it, fhould be examined in a cool 
and difpaffionate manner, and in form- 
ing the judgment, the mind thould be 
preferved from any undue bias, from 
fuppofed particular, and perfonal interelt 


in the cafe: For he that makes his judg- 


ment bend to his own prefent cmolu- 
ment, without refpetting the general laws 
of equity, no wondr he errs. Morco- 
ver this maxim fhould be held facred, 
and never departed from in praétice ; that 
that fide where truth, reafon and julftice 
do really, and upon the whole excel, their 
itandard is the moft eligible, and ought 
to be taken, reding the iffue on the pro- 
vidence of Him who never delerts, but 
always rewards the upright, virtuous and 
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truly brave :--And here it may be juftly 
afferted, that had this rule, and this max- 
im been duly attended to, we fhould not 
have feen fu many, at this day, flying to 
the ftandard of infurreétion—others fo 
tardy in joining that of true liberty and 
ood government, and fome vibrating 
between both, for the fake of being on 
the trongeft fide.—But one obfervation 
1 thall now make, as introduétory to 
what I would with at this time particu- 
larly to hold up to the view of my fel- 
low-citizens. ‘The obfervation is this, 
that as fome of the leading men in a good 
caufe, do fometimes fo far deviate from 
the line of. propriety, as in fome degree 
to dihonour the caufe itfelf—fo it is a 
wit, rational, and high fatisfaction to 
men of fenfibility, to find thofe who are 
the prime agents in the caufe they have 
efpouled, aéting with that dignity and 
propriety, as to command the approba- 
tion of the judicious, and all the unpreju- 
diced. Conformable to this obfervation, 
though I mean not to compliment my 
own fenfibility, I can truly fay, it has 
been a particular fatisfaétion to me, and 
I dare fay to many, to find thofe at helm 
inthis. ttate, difcharging their duty as 
publick pilots, in this adverfe and tem- 
pettuous day, with fo much wifdom and 
fortiude: And as fo many—too many 
have had the affurance to cenfure, and 
load them with obloqay—I hope I fhali 
be heard with candour, while celebrat- 
ing fome of their good conduct: And 
here it may be laid down as a principle 
that will be readily granted, , that thofe 
who overcome evil with goad, act well, 
nobly, and merit praife : Shall therefore 
now proceed, and fay, that for a number 
of people to rife in arms, without any de- 
legated authority whatever, andin agov- 
ernment fo free as that we enjoy, where 
the whole power of choice as to rulers, 
reverts annually-to the people at large, 
and by force and violence to refift thofe 
ofticers of juftice, which were conftitut- 
ed by their ow delegated authority, in 
concert with that of others, and whofe 
characters flood fair and unimpeached, 
from a mere pretence, that certain courts 
were a nuifance, when not fo much as a 
fingle petition had been prefented to the 
general affembly, fetting forth the expe- 
diency of their abolition—I fay to rife 
thus, was an unreafonable, impudent, 


daring and high-handed evil ; by which, 


the perpetrators not only difgraced them- 


felves to the laft degree, but laid them- 
felves open to a heavy punifhment. We 
ay now contraft with this, the conduct 


573 


of our rulers :—They were immediately 
convened, and though the uncafinefs of 
fome, was certified in fuch a provoking 
and affrontive manner, their comp!aints 
were candidly confidered—patiently at- 
tended to, and various efforts made to 
remove any evil that was remediable by 
them ; and to crown all, a general and 
indiferiminating act of indemnity was 
paffed in favour of infurgents, and the 
benefit of it to be enjoyed upon very foft 
and lenient conditions: Here then was 
ah evident exertion to overcome evil with 


good. 


Another deteftable evil on the part of 
the infutgents and their abettors, has 
been the making and propagating the 
groflet falthoods, which have done al- 
moft infinite mifchief, in blowing up the 
fire of difcontent among the lefs know- 
ing part’ of the community. To con- 
front this evil, and prevent the mifchief 
arifing from it, there has been exhibited 
a laboured detail of the ftate of publick 
debts, expenditures, &c. by which it was 
manifeft that many things were ground- 
lefs and falfe, which had alarmed the 
minds of fome, and lead them to think 
they were finking undera debt that could 
never be paid. A further difplay this, 
of an exertion to overcome evil with good 
—falfhood with the truth. When all 
this was done, and the courts that were 
particularly complained of, were effenti- 
ally altered, to gratify the difquieted c1- 

izens, far men to rife again in arms, 
without even making the trial of the new 
mode of legal proceis, and without wait- 
ing to try the effeét of conftitutiona! me1- 
fures for any further relief—not only im 
defiance of law, but perfect contempt of 
proffered clesnency, here was an evil at- 
tended with almoft every aggravating 
circumftance: But when this aggravatec 
evil was perpetrated, a few only of the 
ring-leaders of {edition were taken into 
cultody—their followers remained un- 
moletted, notwithitanding their deferts of 
punifhment. There was ftill lenity exer- 
cifed, and an endeavour to fupprefs evil 
with good. Moreover, pains were taken 
to convince the deluded—and there was 
a delay of calling forth an army to fub- 
due the turbulent, no doubt with a ho 
they would refrain from any further acts 
of violence. After all this, for men to 
appear in hoftile array, trampling upon 
all law, authority, rule and order—dif- 
turbing the common peace—ltopping 
courts—infulting the judges—feizing or 
interrupting travellers, &c.—fetting all 
government at defiance ; this was a fa 
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like that of rebellion. and witchcraft. 
e crifis was now therefore come, when 

all the miferies of anarchy and confufion 
mutt take place, and the lives and pro- 
erties of the citizens be expofed to the 
fawlefs and nneripespled, or the force of 
government called into action to preyent 
it, It was pleafing in this day of fedi- 
tion and delufion, to fee fo many, with 
fuch alacrity, ready to obey the call of go- 
vernment, and fly to the flandard of civil 
° liberty : But when the army was raifed, 
and fent forth for the fupport of law and 
hE te age obferve a ftriking ef- 
ert in the, Governour, officers, army, 
&c. to overcome evil with good—all u- 
miting in their exertions to prevent the 
fhedding of human blood: And im an 
inftance where dire neceflity, through 
the fooi-hardy infolence of the infurgents, 
drew reluctant fome of this. It is high- 
ly gratefui to fiad, that no effort within 
the circle of reafon, and confiltent with 
the diicharge of duty, was {pared to pre- 
vent it, by the brave and humane com- 
mander, While therefore we lamentthe 
madnefs of thofe that feil, and of their 
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venge, and yet fufficiently vi 
feiss the tranfgreflors of ye eetee 
have now heanethow to fear, The ma. 
neuyres of the army are conduded with 
that wifdam, generalthip, and with thay 
humanity towards the more deluded, and 
lefs guilty, that not only the arms of 
many are fpeedily thrown down, but the 
juft confefhon produced— I have beeq 
deceived and mifled ;"" andnot only thofg 
in arms, but many others, we find won. 
derfully wrought upon, and convineed 
of fome errours they laboured under, a 
few weeks fince. 

Upon the whole, through the {miles of 
propitious providence, on a well dirested, 
and wilely conducted force, the heart of 
fedition and delufion in this ftate, feems 
to be broken, and the evil rifen, fubmi. 
ting a pace to the good conduct exhibit. 
ed for its repreffion. May ovr rulers, 
ofacers and every clafs of men who have 
hitherto united their influence, perfevere 
in conquering the evil with good—and 
may their conqueft be complete and me, 
riting=—may they receive the approbation 
of the prefent, the plaudit of future gen.

A PAPER, called a petition from the of- 
ficers of the counties of Worceiter, Hamp- 
fhire, Middlefex and Berkthire, now at arms, 
and figned by Francis Stone, chairman of 
the committee from the above counties, and 
addrefled to the General Court, was read : 

Whereupon voted, That tbe faid paper 
cannot be fuffained : 

Firt—Becaufe’ thofe concerned therein 
openly avow themfelyes to be at arms, and 
jin a Gate of hoftiliry againft the Govern- 
ment; and for this reafon alone, the {aid 
paper would be unfuftainable, even if the 
tenor of the application had difcovered a 
fpirit fuitable to the objet of it. 

Secondly=-Becaufe it does not appear, 
what officers, or bow many are reprefented by 
the faid paper, or that the faid Stone had au- 
thority from any officers whatever, to make 
the application by him fubicribed. 

Thirdly—Becaufe the applicants, although 
they call themfelves petitioners, and acknow- 
ledge an ** erreur,” yet conGder that errour 
only as ** a failing,” and attempt, at leaf in 
part, to juftify themielves therein. 

Fourthly==The faid applicants appear to 
view themfelves on equal, if not better fland- 
ing, than the Legiflacure, by propofing ** a 
reconciliation.”

Wy ess it is neceflary that a cone” 


fiderable fum of money fhould be 
immediately procured to defray the expences 
incurred by reafon of the detachments lately 
madé for the fuppreffion of the unnatural re- 
bellion now exifting in the Commonwealth, 
and for other fervices rendered to the publick : 
Refelwed, ‘That the Collectors of the pub- 
fick tax, granted in March 1786, be, and 
they hereby are required, inftantly to exert 
themfeives to collect and pay intothe treafury 
of the Commonwealth, immediately, tha 
part of the faid tax which is to be paid in fpe- 
cie ; and the colleétors of the fevera! towns, 
within fifty miles of Bofton, are hereby re- 
quired to pay into the treafury, all fuch fums 
as they fhall be able to colleét, within ten 
days at fartheft, after the receipt of this re- 
folve ; and the collectors of the feveral towns 
at a greater diftance, are in like manner re- 
quired, within thisty days after the receipt 
thereot, to pay into the treafury the whole 
they fhall be abie to collect. 

And it is further refolwed, That the Col- 
teCtors of taxes granted previous to the year 
1734, be, and they hereby are required, to 
urge upon the delinquents in thofe taxes, the 
neceflity of an immediate payment, either in 
fpecie, or the feveral fpecies of articles enu- 
mierated in an att pafied November 8, 1736, 
as the General Coust will be under the'ne- 
ceffity of requiring the faid taxes to be paid 
in {pecie only, unlefs payment is made in the 
articles aforefaid without delay, 

Refolved, That the gocd people of this 
Commonwealth be, and they hereby are call- 
ed upon, to give a fubftantial proof of their 


attachment to our happy Conttitution, ang 
their regard to the freedom and fafety of 
their country, by an immediate payment of 
their taxes. 

And it is further Refolwed, That theTrea. 
furer of the Communwealth be, and he here. 
by is dire€ted, immediately to call upon the 
Colleétors of taxes in the feveral towns of the 
Commonwealth, and upon the Sheriffs to 
whom executions againit fuch Colléétors 
may have becn committed, forthwith to col. 
le& and pay to the faid Treaturer the fums 
which they are refpeétively authorifed to 
collect, or fo great a part thereof as they thall 
be able to obtain.

Wi a community labours un- 
der the evils of civil contention, 
it is an enquiry worthy the attention of 
every benevolent mind, how thofe evils 
fall be remedied for the prefent, and ef- 
fectually prevented in future. The late 
tumults in this commonwealth have been 
eviven forward with uncommon violence, 
ami have rifen to an aftonifhing excefs— 
and what is moft furprifing, they have 
{prung up without any provocation. The 
authority, againft whom thefe attempts 
have been principally levelled, were, but 
a few weeks before the confufion began, 
in good eftimation with all; were dif- 
tinguithed for their attention to the in- 
terefts of their conftituents, and have ne- 
ver been accufed in the height of thefe 
vioiences, of violating the con‘titution, 
by which their adminitrations are to be 
limited. It is therefore’ no Jefs unac- 
countable than criminal, that the minds 


of fuch numbers of people fhould be fo 
diftempered with delufion and infatua- 
tion, as to rife by joint confent againft 
the operations of thofe laws and civil in- 
ftitutions, upon which, both perfonal and 
rege fecurity 2nd profperity do abfo- 
utely depend. The infurgents, infatu- 
ated by their leaders, have laid afide that 
fond predilection for their government, 
which is fo common to all nations, and 
have entered upon violent and precipit- 
ate meafures to fubvert the conititution, 
and lay the community in the ruins of 
anarchy and civil diffention. The Le- 
giflature, with that wifdom which has 
ever diftinguifhed the rulers of this com- 
monwealth, have confulted the wifhes 
and humours of the people—have re-/ 
moved evefy groutid of compiaina which 
the happinefs of the body politick would 
admit; and with the affection of parents, 
ave offered a free and gracious indemn- 
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ity to all, who, previous to the act, had 
been guilty of fedition and treafon a- 

aint the ftate ; But the greater number 
of the malecontents have {purned at the 
offered grace—have infulted the compaf- 
fon of government—have rerterated their 
cfences—have openly avowed their de- 
fign to impede the adimniftyation of law, 


Jand fubvert the civil con{titmtion, and 


ere now int arms again the body of the 
ople, and are refolved with iword and 
bayunet togive law tothe commonwealth, 
They have erected a military govern- 
ment inthe heart of the country—and 
have refolved not to jay down their arms, 
yntil the government are compelled to 
exculpace their leaders, and put over the 
adminittvation into the hands of the fe- 
ditious authors of thefe violent outrages, 
Hiad the infurreétions, which difgraced 
this commonwealth four years ago, been 
duely corre&ted with fome mete exampies 
of publick punihhment, the prefent out- 
rages, which are more extenfive and 
thicatening, would never have takenplace, 
A little wholefome feverity, would have 
faved us all ths perplexity, expence and 
danger. Iam glad to find that the Le- 
giflature, after making experiment of le- 
nient meafures, haye publickly aflured 
their conftituents, of their ultrmate de- 
termination to puifue a dificrent line of 
condu&, if their proffered grace thould 
be re'eSted. They have folemnly de- 
clared, and I prefume they will not be 
found liars, ** that if any, deaf to the 
voice of reafun, and loft to all fenfe of 
juftice and virtue, thall refolve to conti- 
nue in thei: dangerous courfe, they may 
be aflured, that although they. flatter 
themiclves that the coniiderations of 
triendthip and affinity may delay the time 
of recompence, yet the vengeance of an 
injured community, mui onc day pur- 
fue and overtake them,”’ In execution 
ef ths righteous decree, and in purfu- 
ance of his official vows and obligations, 
the Supreme Executive has called forth a 
prt of the military force of the common- 
wealth, to repel the violence of treafon, 
and bring this band of lawlefs infur- 
gents, to a due fubmiffion to lawful au- 
therty, and to bring the molt criminal 
toa condign punishment. It now con- 
cerns the, legiflature—it concerns every 
man whe withes for the common fecuri- 
ty, totake ipeedy and effectual meaiures, 
to put a finishing flroke to this unnatu- 
ral rebellion.

ood fubjeéts of the ftate can enjoy their 
Fives, their liberties and eftates, without 
moleftation from the hand of rapine and 
violence. It is the general wifh and ex- 
peétation, that the legiflature, upon their 
firft meeting, will make a decided dif- 
tin&tion between faithful and rebellious 
fubjeéts, and enter upon meafures wife, 
firm and energetick, to eftablith the au- 
thority of law and the dignity of gov- 
ernment, and teach tranigreffors, that 
their former denunciations are net idle 
threats, and that an attempt to fubvert 
the conftitution is not a cheap offence. 
The laudablé zeal and firmnels of our 
Supreme Magiltrate, we truft, under a 
tavouring Providence, wil! be effectually 
aided by the unequivocal affiftance of our 
patrictick legiflature. Werely upon the 
good difpoftion, the fidelity, the oaths of 
our rulers, that they take care that this 
commonwealth receive no harm—that 
laws will be executed, and infurre&ions 
againit the ttate, be rendered peculiarly 
dangerous. Temporizing, scmifloefs 
and crouchmg to the infatiable humour 
of the maiecontents, will unavoidably 
induce national infamy and ruin+fore- 
ver Cut the finews cf government—dilaf- 
feet the well-difpofed and virtuous, and 
leave our laws and conftitution, the {port 
and derifion of the wicked and profligate, 
until at length abfolute and defpotrck 
tyranny fhall be eltablithed, the heads of 
all biave and good men hall be profcrit - 
ed, and our foil be drenched in the bet 
blood of its inhabitants, and the poor re 
mains of fervile fouls thali be ruled with 
arod of ron. Now is the time to prove 
whether we are fit for, or are detirous of 
fice snd rational government and liberty ; 
whether we are ready, tamely to furrens 
der thole privileges, for which we fo long 
and tuccefsfully contended againttGreat- 
Britain, into the hands of the moit bafe 
and capricious of our own courtrymen, 
Should the infurgents continue to con- 
tend with government, the loyal and in- 
dependent freemen may well expect, that 
if the fervices of the militia do not im- 
inediately fupprefs the confpiracy, that a 
regular, well appointed, well paid army

PHILADELPHIA, February 8. 

We hear a very valuable copper mine has 
been broke up near Woodbridge in New- 
Jerfey ; and thofe who have examined the 
ore do not feruple to affert that it is equal if 
not fuperiour in richnefs to any that has been 
yet difcovered on this continent, or elfewhere. 
There are at prefent a confiderable number 
of perfons working in it. 

Notwithftanding all that has been faid of 
the difcovery of one or two rich gold mines 
in thefe (tates, it does not yet appear that the 
intelligence is founded on fact. Nature has, 
in all probability, denied that valuable metal 
to this part of the continent, and in lieu 
thereof given us a foil, which, with proper 
induftry, will always command a fufficiency 
of the treafures of Peru and Mexico. The 
Romans of old became rich without fuch af- 
fitance, and confidered it as their glory, as 
we learn from Horace :

And be it further enafied, That the Gov- 
ernour be, and he hereby is reqvefted, to ex- 
cept out of the pardon-he thail promife, by 
virtue of the refolve abovementioned, ali thofe 
who have been members of any GeneraiCourt 
in this State, or of any State or county con- 
vention, or who have been employed hereto- 
fore in any commifiioned office, civil or mil- 
itary, thofe, who after delivering«up their 
arms, and taking the oathof allegiance dur- 
ing the prefent rebellion, have again taken 
and borne arms again the Government ; 
thofe who have fircd upon, or wounded any 
of the loyal fubje&s of this Commonwealth, 
thofe who have adted as committees, coun- 
feilors or advifers to the rebels; and thofe, 
who, in former years, have teen in arms a- 
gaint the Government, in the capacity of 
commiflioned officers, and were afterwards 
pardoned, and have been concerned in the 
prefent rébellion. 

And be it further enaSed by the authority a- 
Sorefaid, That the clerks of the feveral towns, 
ditri@ts and plantations, be directed to read 
this act at the opening of their annual mect- 
ings in March and April next.
